HUFFLE’FAILS 10 
SAVE 7a PERSONS 


Missouri Tribunal Decides 
Defendants Whose Appeals 
_ From Courts of Criminal 


Correction Were About: 
Forgotton Must Pay Fines. 


City Counselor, Who Discov- 
ered Trick of Lawyers, 
Says Ruling Will Bring in 
$25,000 Revenue. 


Rule Requiring Appellant to 
Pay Filing Fee Before 
Case Was Docketed Was 
Used to Avert Punishment. 


The Missourl Supreme Court in Jef- 


ferson City today handed down a de- 
cision by which 7% individual defendants 
in & prosecutions by the city who had 
taken advantage of the so-called “Su- 
preme Court shuffle, *’ must pay the pen- 
alty assessed by the St. Louis Courts of 
Criminal Correction. 

The term “Supreme Court shuffle” 
was used by City Counselor Daues in 
referring to an ingenious scheme by 
which many lawyers practicing in the 
criminal and police courts saved their 
elients from paying the penalty assessed 
against them. 

It was customary for cases in which 
fines were assessed in police courts to 
be appealed to the Courts of Criminal 
“errection, and if a conviction was ob- 
tained there by the city, to appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

Faileq to Pay Filing Fees. 

‘Under the Supreme Court rules the ap- 
péllant must pay the Supreme Court 
tiling fee before the case is docketed 
there. It was customary for the appel- 
lants in these cases to fail to pay the 
filing fee. 

‘The records of. the St. Louis courts 
showed the cases to have been appealed, 
but they did not come up for considera- 
tien in the Supreme Court. because the 
appeal had not been perfected. Near- 
ly all_of them were for minor offenses 
and were eventually forgotten. 

The defendants, being out on bond, es- 
caped: punishment. Many such cases 
had been los: sight of for several years. 

In November, City Counselor Daues 
accidentally overheard a conversation in 
which a lawyer remarked about a case: 
“Oh, that will be lost in the shuffle.” 

Daues began an investigation and dis- 
covered there were 84 cases in which 
appeals had been taker and not perfect- 
ed, and in which the defendants were 
escaping purishment. 

Judgments Are Affirmed. 

He, with city funds, paid the filing 
fees of all these cases and filed a mo- 
tion asking that the judgment of the 
Courts of Criminal Correction be af- 
tirmed. Attorneys for the defendants 
filed a counter motion asking that the 
cases be disinissed. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court to- 
day sustains Daues’ motion, and orders 
the judgments of the lower courts con- 
firmed. ; 

City Counselor Daues after hearing of 
the decision said that the city would re- 
ctive more than $25,000 from the fines 
assessed in the cases or from the bonds- 
men.

SCHWAB SAYS HE 
PAYS ONE MAN 
$500,000 A YEAk 


dicts Corporations Will Have 
to Share Profits With Workers. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The success of 
all great industrial enterprises in the 
future will depend on profit-sharing with 
their employes, asserted Charles M. 
Schwab at the dinner of the Youns 
Men’s Bible Class of the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist Church last night. 

“I trust men according to their de- 
serts.”” he declared. “I pay one of my 
managers $500,000 a year, and I only 
ywish it were more. He is earning that 
for me, as well as for himself. In my 
economic schedule each man is rewarded 
according to his merits and the larger 
sum he gets the greater is the encour- 
agement to him and those under him 
because they see the justice of it and it 
encourages them.”’ 

Mr. Schwab said his idea is to give 
the individual some important part in 
the industry to stimulate his interest. 
He said he makes his managers feel 
they are the prime factors in the enter- 
prise they control. 

“If that is true of the manager and 
the salesman,’’ he added, “‘it is equally 
true of the laborer. In. every establish- 
ment of mine I carry out this principle. 
I have arranged it so that each em- 
ploye is so placed that he is able to earn 
$1100 a year. I wish it were more.” 


FRENCH ARMY HEALTHIER IN 
FIELD THAN IN BARRACKS 


Typhoid and Dysentery Alone Show 
Increases, but Mortality From 
Former Ailment Is Reduced. 


PARIS, Feb. 9.—Life tn the 
trenches is healthier for the French 
soldiers now than in barracks during 
peace times, figures issued by the 
army medical department show. 

Measles, scarletina, mumps, diphtheria 
and cerebro-spinal meningitis were more 
prevalent in the army in 1911 than in 
1916, the cases, together with typhoid 
and dysentery, averaged 7.11 per 
thousand men in 1911, as compared 
with 6.02 per thousand men last year. 

Typhoid cases last year numbered 
4.4 per thousand men as compared 
with 1.88 in 1911. Dysentery, for- 
merly the deadly enemy of armies in 
the fleld, attacked only 18 men out of 
100,000 as compared with 11 in 100,000 
of typhoid in 1911. In the field the 
mortality was 2.55 per cent, owing to 
improved methods of treatment.

Ellerbrock of 3338A Blair avenue, de- 
faulting bookkeeper and collector for 
the Harrigan & Sheahan Livery and 


Undertaking Co., ended at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning when his body, with a bul- 


let wound in the left breast, was found 


in a box car at the foot of Miller street. 

A note, addressed to his wife, read: 

“Dear Edna—Let my 
simple as possible. I am sorry it had 
to come, but it was inevitable. I did 
not stay away because I didn’t like you. 
It was that I knew I had wronged you 
and I was ashamed to expect myself 
worthy of you. I don't want anybod,Y 
blamed for my acts. They wer: all my 
own fault, and anything I have dore 
may learn a lesson to some folks. 

“Whatever you do, be honest in your 
dealings. I have tried, but it seems that 
I was doomed to be unlucky in every- 
thing that I tried, and if courage would 
help me, I probably would not be doing 
what I am. Kiss all the children fo: 
me and try to brace up. Mother has an 
insurance policy un my life, and my last 
wish is that she pay my funeral ex- 
penses from it if it is enough. If not, 
you make up tne difference. Yours as 
ever, ED.” 

Was $1000 Short. 

When informed:of the finding of the 
body by a yardmaster, Lawrence P. 
Harrigan, president of the undertaking 
firm at 718 North King’s highway and 
2620 Morgan street, said that an audit 
of Ellerbrock’s books had been com- 
pleted: The audit, he said, disclosed 
that Ellerbrock was about $1000 short in 
his accounts. 

An investigation of Ellerbrock’s books 
was started a week ago last Monday 
night, when a customer presented a 
statement he had received for an a:- 
count which he previously had paid. E}- 
lerbrock was questioned and asked to 
return the following morning to assist 
auditors in checking up his books. He 
never returned. 

The investigaiion disclosed that Eller- 
brock had pocketed the money paid by 
the complaining customer. It also dis- 
closed that he had falsified other ac- 
counts. 

John J. Sheahan, vice president of the 
firm and a Police Commissioner, had 
asked that a quiet search be made for 
Ellerbrock by city detectives. The fact 
that search was being made became 
known last Monday. when the Post-Dis- 
patch told of Ellerbrock’s shortage. 

Had Wife and Children. 

Ellerbrock was a son of Dr. Edward 
Ellerbrock of 1416 Hebert street. He was 
about 30 years old, and is survived by 
a wife and three children, the eldest 7 
years old. He had been employed by 
Harrigan & Sheahan more than eight 
years and such confidence was placed in 
him that he never had been bonded. 

The body was frozen, having been in 
a refrigerator car apparently about a 
week. Police think tramps searched the 
pockets, as they had been slit with a 
knife. The shoes and hat were missing 
and no revolver was found.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The 
today passed the resolution z.aking $600,- 
000 available for re-equipping the Mare 
Island and New York navy yards. and 


the bill increasing by 300 the entrance 
class at Annapolis Naval Academy. The 
measures passed the House Monday and 
now go to President Wilson for his ap- 
proval. 

The President today began efforts to 
speed up Congress on the tational de- 
fense plans. He conferred with Repre- 
sentatives Hay, Dent and McKellar of 
the House Military Committee in an ef- 
tort to bring about an agreement on an 
army bill. 

In accordance with his policy of work- 
ing for preparedness along nonpartisan 
lines, the President has asked Repre- 
sentatives Kahn, Anthony cnd MckKen- 
zie, ranking Republicans of the commit- 
tee, to discuss the same question with 
him tomorrow. 

Later he expects to see both Repub- 
leans and Democratic members of the 
Senate Military Committee. 

Those who saw the President today 
agreed that work on army bills should 
be hurried along. 

The continental army was the princi- 
pal subject taken up at today's con- 
ference. Chairman Hay favors Federal 
aid to the national guard. 

The President decided to call in con- 
gressional leaders as a result of his be- 
lief gained during his Middle Western 
speaking trip that the peonvle are in fa- 
vor of adequate national defense and 
that Congress should take action as 
quickly as possible. 

After discussing national defense thor- 
oughly with members of the Senate and 
House, the President plans to follow a 
similar course in an effort to get action 
en the shipping bill, the thilippine bill 
and revenue legislation.

BRANDEIS CHARGED

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Investigation 
of Louis D. Brandeis of Boston in con- 
nection with President Wilson’s nomina-

today by a Senate subcommittee, which 
first heard Clifford Thorne, chairman 


of the Iowa Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, who was associated with 
Brandeis in the fight against giving the 
Eastern railroads increased freight 
rates. Thorne assailed the conduct | f 
Brandeis in that case. 

“I believe the nominee before this 
committee was guilty of infidelity, of 
breach of faith and of unprofessional 
conduct in connection with one of the 
greatest cases of this generation,” he 
said. 

Thorne charged that Brandeis, as an 
attorney appearing for the shippers, 
conceded that the rate return to the 
railroad was inadequate, and that Bran- 
deis in his opening orat argument to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission con- 
ceded that the returns were inconsistent 
with prosperity of the railroads and 
welfare of the public. 

‘TIT was simply dumfounded,”’ 
clared Thorne. 

Hearings Are Public, 

At the beginning of the hearing, which 
was public, the subcommittee voted 
down a proposal to have the full com- 
mittee hear the case. That was re-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9%.—Germany's 
jatést proposal in the Lusitania case 
having proved, “in substance,” satis- 
factory to the United States, final set- 
tlement of the controversy is expected 
" a few days. 

Some alterations, however. in the form 
of -the agreement, regarded as minor 
enes, are to be made to meet the wishes 
ef the American Government and in- 
volve the dispatch of the proposal again 
to the Berlin Foreign Office. One of 


the changes, it is stated authoritative- 


ly, is that the communication shall spe- 
cifically include the statement that it 
owas in answer to the last American 
note. 

One of cage ened fa the Lusitania 
agreement suggested by Secretary Lan- 
sing to Count von SBernstorff is the

It is understood that upon this change

Assumption of Liability.

From one quarter came the suggestion 
that the word “recognizes” makes 
clearer the meaning the German Gov- 
ernment desires te convey. It has not 
been suggested, it was said, that either 
the word illegal or legal be employed 
in the formal communication, the roa- 
derstanding being that the Berlin offi- 
cjials are particularly undesirous of 
vsing either, at the same time wishing 
to have the viewpoints of the Govern-~- 
‘ment concerned in harmony. 

The changes were suggested to Count 
von Bernstorff, the German Ambassa- 
dor, by Secretary Lansing late yester- 
day, after President Wilson and his 
Cabinet had gone over the latest pro- 
posal of Germany. The Ambassador im- 
mediately afterward submitted the 
whole matter by cable to the Berlin 
Government for final approval. It is 
said that a reply will be forthcoming 
in about six days. 

In Teutonic diplomatic circles today 
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for the American lives lost in the Lusi- 
tania disaster; offers reparation in the 
form of indemnity and declares that the 
submarine warfare in the zone around 
the British Isles has been modified out 
of regard for the long standing friend- 
ship for the United States and because 
American citizens have lost their lives. 

The communication also calls atten- 
tion to previous assurances that liners 
should not be sunk without warning and 
without provision for the safety of non- 
combatants and that the instructions 
given to submarine commanders in this 
respect have been made so stringent 
that there can be no recurrence of such 
incidents. 

Von Bernstorff Cautious. 

In taking the precaution to submit 
to Berlin the changes suggested Count 
von Bernstroff, it generally is believed, 
was actuated by a desire to ubviate any 
possibility that the commuincation tater 
might be repudiated, because of a slight 
difference in language. The Ambassa- 
dor, it was explained, had to be careful 
nét to exceed his instructions. The Ger- 
man Government, it is known, has, in 
one instance in the past, shown some re- 
luctance in approving a settlement made 
by one of its diplomatic representatives 
because it embarrassed to a certain ex- 
tent relations with an ally. 

Officials appeared to be reluctant to 
proclaim what achievements have been 
gained. It is believed in various quar- 
ters that it would be undesirable at this 
time to have the German governmental 
majority made the target for resentful 
public opinion which might act tn favor 
of the minority with which Admiral von 
Tirpitz is affiliated. Such a situation, it 
is considered, might lead to the upset - 
ting of everything which had been ac- 
complished. 

Officials explained that great haste in 
disposing of the Lusitania case had been 
impossible for several reasons. In the 
first place, several other important 
events have intervened. There was tha 
controversy with Germany over the 
sinking of the Arabic, the Ancona inci- 
dent and the all-important subject of 
the British blockade of Germany and 
the pressure brought to bear in this last 
connection with American business in 
terests. 

Principles Practically New. 

Then, considering the magnitude of 
the questions involved and the fact that 
the negotiations have been conducted 
without guiding precedent, officials are 
of the opinion that the Lusitania cass 
has been handled with all dispatch con- 
sistent with a safety not only in regard 
to the exigencies of the moment and 
the strained relations with Germany, 
but having in mind the fact that the 
United States is laying down practical- 
ly new principles of international law 
which might, if improperly considered, 
have serious results in the future, 
should this country be involved in 4 
war. 


Berlin Hears Lusitania Case Is as 
Good as Settled. 

BERLIN, via London, Feb. 9.—A mo- 
mentary feeling of relief has been 
evoked here by a New York dispatch *o 
the Frankfurter Zeitung in which the 
correspondent says he has heard on 
‘good Washington authority”’ that the 
Tusitania crisis ‘“‘is as good as settled.'’ 
This dispatch, although not republished 
in Berlin, was generally circulated here 
last night and this morning.

BERLIN, Feb. ——‘*‘What your Gov- 
ernment asks is an impossible humilia- 
tion,” said Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the Imperial Chancellor, in an inter- 
view on the Lusitania case. “I have 
gone far to maintain those cordially 
friendly relations with America. which, 
have existed between your country and 
Germany since the day when, more thavu 
125 years ago, Prussia was the first na- 
tion to recognize America’s independ- 
ence in her war with England. 

“You know that in this entire ques- 
tion I have shown a fair and concillia- 
tory spirit toward your country and 
people. I have been and am willing 
to concede to America everything that 
Germany can concede within reason 
and fairness; within the principles of 
justice and honor. 

Calls It Humiultation. 

“But I cannot concede a humiliation 
of Germany and the German people, or 
the wrenching of the submarine wea- 
pon from our hands, even to placate 
America and to insure the continuance 
of those cordial relations with your 
country which every true German 
values and sincely desires, except at 
the price of national humiliation. 

“It is not with a light ‘eart that I 
tell you this, but in doing so I am con- 
scious of the fact that I am volcing the 
sentiment of the Uni.ed German peo- 
ples.”’ 

Habitually grave and earnest, the 
Chancellor, among whose admirable 
traits are his remarkable frankness and 
his lack of diplomatic evasiveness, ap- 
peared even more thoughtful than when, 
10 weeks ago, he told me: ““‘There’s noth- 
ing in this peace talk in the foreign 
press. I see no peace in sight.” 

When I left Washington recently the 
general impression appeared to be that 
it was largely a question of the phrase- 
ology of the negotiations between Count 
von Bernstorff and Secretary Lansing, 
which would close the Lusitania con- 
troversy between the two countries. 

It was a considerable surprise to be 
tcld on my arrival here that the situa- 
tion between Germany and America was 
ere than at any time since the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania. 

The Chancellor did not attempt to con- 
ceal the gravity of the moment. He 
frankly admitted that neither the Gov- 
ernment nor the German people regarded 
light-heartedly or with indifference any 
possibility of a rupture with the United 
States—the only remaining great Power 
not already fighting Germany. 

But he said the phraselogy of Secre- 
tary Lansing’s note was such as left 
him no alternative but to reject it; that 
no German Government could concede 
such a humiliation for its people and 
aurvive. 

At that, he declared he had not given 
|up faith in the souna common sense of 
the American people to see that Ger- 
many already had conceded every prac- 
tical point in the demands made by 
Washington. 

“We are battling for our very exist- 
ence,”” said he. ‘“‘The German people, 
in marvelous solidarity and unity and 
heroism, in unparalleled sacrifices, are 
giving their blood and treasures for their 
country. Weare not at war with Amer- 
ica, we do not want to be. Certainly 
no one can credit us with such mad- 
ness. 

“I have done and shall continue to do 
everything within my power to avoid it, 
but there are some things I cannot do. 
Tf that same spirit of upright sincerity 
is a desire to reach an agreement with 
honor to both nations prevails in Ameri- 
ca that exists in the German Govern- 
ment and people, then there will be no 
break in the century and a quarter of 
friendly relations between the two coun- 
tries.”’ 


There appears to be no diversion or 
difference of opinion in the Government 
itself or between the Government and 
the people. In the two jays since my 
return, in an effort to ascertain the sit- 
uation, I have talked with numerous 
Ministers, with representatives of the 
Admiralty and Minister of Marine and 
of the general staff of the army, with 
parliamentarians, bankers, business men, 
among them the men who, during the 
summer and fall, sometimes differed 
sharply from the policy cf the Chancel- 
lor. 


Chancellor Is Supported, 

There was unanimous support of the 
Chancellor's attitude that Mr. Lansing’s 
note, as phrased, was unacceptable. 

To understand the situation here it 
was necessary to know something of the 
atmosphere and of the erroneous im- 
pression which prevails. 

To begin with, in’ view of the fact 
that nothing is known here generaliy 
about the big preparedness campaign 
now on in America, the Presideni's 

eches have been among the most dis- 
turbing factors. They are regarded zen- 
erally as directed against Germany, and 
that impression ‘s felt in the highest 
circles. 

High officials expressed to me their 
belief that the President’s words, that 
he did not know what the country’s 
foreign relations might be tomorrow, 
were meant literally and not figura- 
tively, and referred to a probable break 
with Germany. In view of the sparse- 
hess of American news, a portion of 
the public appears to believe that the 
President is arousing the country for 
war against Germany. 

That President Wilson is using the 
present political situation illustratively, 
to impress on our people the necessity

forces and powers, is hardly known, 
The constant 
statements of the English press that 
these speeches are directed against Ger- 
many are not without their psycholo- 
gical effect on the public mind, despite 
the general distrust of English news. 

One of the richest men in the empire 
told me that an impression amounting 
to a conviction is very general that 
President Wilson and Secretary Lansing 
have a secret understanding with the 
English to support and aid them in 
every possible way. ‘Those who hold 
this view declare that their attitude 
from the beginning of the war points 
that way. 

In responsible financial circles it was 
asserted to me that Wall street now 
seeing that it has placed its money on 
the wrong horse, and finally recognized 
the possibility. perhaps the probability 
of the allies’ defeat, is exerting its 
tremendous power and, influence on 
President Wiison and Mr. Lansing at 
the psychological moment of the cam- 
raign to try to force the United States 
into the war against Germany, thereby 
rescuing the investments and financial 
transactions that connect Wall street 
with the allies. 

Influence of the Allies. 

These people point out the tremendous 
influence that the allies, through their 
huge war orders, can exert in finan- 
cial and industrial circles in america, 
which, in turn, can have important 
bearing on the policy of the Govern- 
ment and press. 

The revival of the Lusitania case, aft- 
er demands had been met by conces- 
sions and the public believed definitely 
settled, is creating a general feeling of 
hopelessness in trying ‘tc deal with 
America. This has created the belief 
that Germany cannot expect a square 
deal there; that even if Germany should 
in some form grant the present de- 
mands, even more impossible demands 
would surely follow; and that is being 
used as an argument against conceding 
anything further. 

Other high German officials besides 
the Chancellor, gave their views on 
the Lusitania situation. 

“In fact, America has received 
everything it desired,” said Dr. Zim- 
merman, undersecretary for foreign af- 
fairs. ‘“‘Practically every demand made 
has been granted by us, and we have 
met your Government’s wishes on almost 
every point, but, this we cannot do. 
To the German, it is inconceivable 
that America, with whom we are not 
at war, and don’t want to be, should 
both humiliate and cripple us in this 
struggle for our national existence.”’ 

I discussed the situation for an hour 
with Admiral Von Holtzendorff, a biuff 
and frank old sailor, who is chief of 
the admiralty and is to the navy what 
Gen. von Falkenhayen is to the army. 
He has always been for conciliation and 
meeting America’s wishes so far as pos- 
sible. He was appointed to his post

One of the factors which, I find, op- 
erates strongly against further conces- 
sions to Washington is the utter lack 
of faith in President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Lansing’s impartiality and sin- 
cerity in their protests to England. 

‘‘Is Mr. Wilson sincere in his intention 
to make England as well as Germany 
respect American rights?” is a ques- 
tion asked me everywhere since my re- 
turn. 

I am unable to say whether Washing- 
ton gave any expressed or implied 
promise that if Germany should meet 
America’s wishes in the submarine war- 
fare President Wilson would put the 
screws on England in the matter of 
noncontraband trade, but I do know 
that was the general belief here, that 
some such understanding existed, and 
that it helped the Chancellor to win for 
conciliation to America. 

The fact that months have gone by 
and nothing has come of Washington’ 
protest to England has fulfilled the pre- 
dictions of these quarters which were 
opposed to concessions in the first place

a copy of Brandeis’ brief, Thorne said, 
he was surprised to find nothing in it 
about adequacy of rates. He asked 
Brandeis what his position was to be 
and the latter responded that he be- 
lieved some of the roads were not earn- 
ing enough money, and that he thought 
conditions were unsatisfactory in Ohig. 
Michigan and Indiana. 

“At the opening of Mr. Brandeis’ oral 
argument he made this statement,’’ be- 
gan Thorne, reading from the record. 

““On the whole the net income and 
net operating revenue in official class- 
ification territory are’ smaller than are 
consistent with their prosperity and the 
welfare of the public, and conditions 
are bad in Central Association territory, 
and also other roads. because of the 
Central Association scales.’ 

Statement Dumfounded Him. 

“I was simply dumfounded by the 
statement,” declared Thorne. “For four 
years the railroads had been fighting to 
establish that before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. They had car- 
ried on a nation-wide propaganda in 
newspapers, magazines, speeches, and in 
every conceivable manner—I am not 
saying dishonestly. 

“I was dumfounded to hear at the 
conclusion of this great case, involving 
$50,000,000 annually, interest on a billion 
dollars—if you adopt the standard of 
dollars and cents the greatest case 
ever tried before a human tribunal since 
the dawn of civilization—to hear coun- 
sel concede the very point at issue at 
the time the case was set Coun. for

will be Venus’ dinner dance 
Fartner next Sunday and Monday even- 
ings. If the air is clear, St. Louisans 
will have an opportunity to see-these 
classic performers do the celestial one- 
step at 6:25 p. m. 

In the unromantic language of astron- 
omers this meeting of ,Lord ef Mount 
Olympus and the Queen of Beauty is 
known as a conjunction. As seen from 
the earth the planets will be so close 
together that they will appear as one 
glorified and extremely brilliant even- 
ing star. In reality, though, this heav- 
enly one-step will not be a ‘‘close-up”’ 
dance, as the performers will be 430,000,- 
00¢ miles apart. There will be no ne- 
cessity for a floor manager to prevent 
them from elinching. 

The Rev. Father Martin S. Brennan, 
noted St. Louis astronomer, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that at the time of 
the conjunction Venus and Jupiter’s ap, 
parent distance from each other will be 
less than one-half a degree. To the un- 
aided eye they will appear as one, al- 
though even a, low-power telescope 
would show the small apparent space 
between them. 

St. Louisans must be content with 
a long-distance view of the conjunction, 
ae Father Brennan said that if an as- 
pirant for a ringside seat should travel 
66 miles an hour, 24 hours a day, it would 
tak: 133 years and 65 days for him to 
reach Venus. She is 70,900,000 miles from 
the earth. After arriving at the planet 
the one-step @nthusiast couldn’t find a 
rartner, as Venus is not inhabited. 

Venus and Jupiter will be plainly vis- 
ible when the sun sets at 5:31 p. m. Sun- 
day, if the weather is clear. They will 
be in the western sky a little south of 
the point where the sun sets. 

There are conjunctions of Jupiter and 
Venus about once a year: The next 
one will be Oct. 14.

Germans and One Turkish Of- 
ficial Among Those to Plead: 
Tomorrow at San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 9.—Thirty- 
two Federal indictments charging vio- 
lations of American. neutrality, direct- 
ed against high German consular offi- 
cials here and the Turkish Consul- 
General, are in possession of the United | 


they will be returned in court tomor- 
row when arrests will be made. 

The indictments against the consular 
officials were voted yesterday as a re- 
sult of the nation-wide investigation by 
the Department of Justice into bomb 
plots and neutrality violations. They 
are the first the Government has asked 
for against official representatives of 
any foreign Power in connection with 
its efforts to curtall the activities of 
persons engaged in the alleged plots. 

The following are among those against 
whom true bDills were voted: Franz 
Bopp, Consul-General for Germany; 
Baron E. H. von Schack, Vice Consul 
for Germany; H. W. E. Kaufmann, 
Chancellor for the German Consulate; 
Maurice H. Hall, Consul-General for 
Turkey; Frederick Jebsen, former own- 
er of the steamer: Mazatlan; Johannes 
H. von Koolbergen, alleged agent for 
the German consulate; John and Julius 
Rothschilds, wholesale grocers; George 
and James Flood, steamship agents 
agent of 
the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Co. 

Five indictments have to do with 
bomb plotting and include the names of 
Bopp and Von.Schack. Three are new 
charges against Baron George Wilhelm 
von Brincken, an attache of the Ger- 
man consulate; C. C. Crowley, a detect- 
iv , and Mrs. Margaret Cornell, an in- 
vestigator, who, with Crowley, was em- 
ployed by Bopp, according to the 
charges. These persons already are un- 
der indictment, charged with conspiring 
to destroy commerce and to use the 
mails to incite murder, arson and assas- 
sination. It was said by District Art- 
torney Preston that in the new indict- 
ments these charges have been stip- 
planted by those voted against Bopp aid 
Von Schack of violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law and conspiring to send 1 
military expedition from the United 
States. 

It is alleged by the Government that 
agents of the German consulate oper- 
ated in Canada in the destruction of 
tunnels and bridges to an extent touch- 
ing the proportions of a military expe- 
dition. Von Koolbergen is said to be 
one of thebe agents. 

Alleged violation of the anti-trust law 
has to do with restrictions of interstate 
commerce, which’ the Government 
charges Bonn, Von Schack, Crowley, 
Mrs. Cornell and Von Brincken con- 
spired to effect. Interference with and 
attempts to destroy commerce between 
citizens of the several states of the 
United States and foreign countries are 
specifically alleged by the Government. 

Baron von Schack, Preston said, also 
figures in the indictments voted in the 
Sacramento, Mazatlan and Olson-Maho- 
ney unneutral shipping cases. Preston 
said the 27 individuals and firms involved 
are included in this instance in a voted 
indictment alleging general conspiracy 
to defraud the Government. About 16 
individuals and firms indicted months 
ago in connection with the Sacramento 
case also are renamed. 

It is in connection with the alleged 
purchase,. shipment and discharge of 
supplies to German craisers in Chilean 
waters by the steamer Sacramento that 
Turkish Consul Hall is said to have 
been indicted. Preston said Hall signed 
the@chceks for the purchase of the car- 
go of the Sacramento. 

Dr. Reimer, whose whereabouts “re 
unknown and “Frederick Williams’ are 
also thought to be connected with the 
Sacramento. 

Baron von Schack’s alleged indictment 
under this head was said to be in con- 
nection with the carrying of coal by the 
steamer Mazatlan from San Francisco 
to Guaymas for German warships in the 
fall of 1914. Frederick Jebsen owned the 
vessel. 

It is the view of the Government that 
the alleged unneutral acts of all four 
steamers—one not yet named—was part 
of a general conspiracy in which, it ts 
charged, Chancellor Kaufmann took 
part. 

The indictment of J. H. Van Koolberg- 
en, it was said, came in connection with 
what purported to be an affidavit by 
him that he was hired by Bopp, Von 
Brincken and others to destroy prop- 
erty in Canada. Van Koolbergen is now 
in Canada. 

Unverified reports have reached here 
that Jebsen made hia way to Europe 
and met his death in action on board a 
(-erman submarine.

9 Weeks of in- 
vestigation by agents of the Department 
ot Justice resulted in the voting yester- 
day of indictments in San Francisco 
against prominent figures in the German 
Consular Service. 

Consular officers do not enjoy the 
diplomatic immunities which ambassa- 
dors, ministers and attaches are given by 
international law, but are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the country in which they 
are resident and may be treated by the 
law as are any other persons. 

Bopp and Von Schack are charged’ 
with complicity in the plot which was 
first uncovered several weeks go with 
the arrest of C. C. Crowley, alleged to 
be a pro-German. agent who had under- 
taken to cripple the American output of 
munitions of war ‘and in other ways to 
help the cause of the Teutonic allies. 
Bopp is accused of being the head of a 
conspiracy which hoped to accomplish 
this by interfering with trade in munt- 
tions and preventing railway sshipments 
by ‘blowing up two tunnels on Canadian 
roads.

Figures From Detroit anal Philadelphia Show ; 
That. People Are Partial to the ; 
Motor Vehicles: 


The success of Detroit’s municipal bus 
line at Belle Isle, and the profitable 
operation of a private bus line service 
in New York City, were pointed out to- 
day by Park Comniissioner Cunliff as 
justification for his urging that the city 
install a bus line in Forest Park this 
summier, and disregard arguments being 
made for a street car line in the park. 
When a committee of Aldermen and 
citizens. meets_to consider the problem 
of supplying transportation to the Art 
Mussum and other points of interest in 
Forest Park, Commissioner Cunliff’ will 
appear before the committee with facts, 
about the Detroit and New York bus 
lines. 

Park Car Line a Failure. 

The failure of a privately owned trol- 
ley line six miles long in Fairmount 
Park, Philadelphia, will be pointed out 
by Commissioner Cunliff as a warning 
against the construction of a muhicipal 
trolley line’ in Forest Park, which mem- 
hers of the St. Louis Art League have 
advocated. 

Commissioner Cunliff, like Park Com- 
missioners in a number of large cities 
whose views were set forth recently in 
the Post-Dispatch, is opposed to trolley 
lines in city parks. He favors a bus 
line fc) economical reasons and because 
he considers it more serviceable. for 
park transportation. He holds that a 
trolley line would mar the beauty of a 
park, regardless of how: carefully _ its 
right-cf-way might be concealed. 

A repcrt on the Detroit bus service 
was sent to Comn.issioner Cunliff vy H." 
W. Busch, general superintendent of 
parks at Detroit. It states that in 1915 
the city operated nine busses. 
each sgating ‘26 persons, and  car- 
ried €48,809 passengers. A fare of 3 cents 
was charged from May to October, and 
5 cents the remainder of the year. Re- 
ceipts totaled $26,015.11, and expenses 
were $22,167.13, leaving a net profit of 
$3,248.98. 

In contrast with this report, Commis- 
sioner Cunliff will present a statement 
showing the annual net losses of the 
private trolley line operating through 
Fairmount Park, Philadelphia, the larg- 
est park in the United States. It is re- 
ported fhe road has lost. about $50,000 a 
year for the last five years, and the 
owners would gladly turn it over to the 
city at a reasonable valuation, or would 
cease operating it, but for the fact it 
would mean a total loss of their invest- 
ment, instead of a net loss. 


Automobiles Supplant Cars. 
Fairmount Park is in the nature of 


a parkway, flanked by well-populated 
residence district which are served by 
the car line, but the automobile has sup- 
planted it to such an extent that its 
profits for the first 10 years of operation 
have been changed to deficits. The line 
is not used sufficiently by those who 
are seeking recreation in the park to 
pay its expenses and the service is said 
to have become extremely poor, through 
the efforts of the management to min- 
imize the annual loss. 

In New York City a private concern is 
operating a bus service, charging a 10- 
cent fare, which has become extremely 
profitable, Commissioner Cunliff saya. 
This company started with a capital in- 
vestment of $50,000, and out of its earn- 
ings has equipped 1383 busses which last 
year earned $1,451,508.10. The company’s 
assets today are put at $1,273,669.49. 

In Detroit the city started its Belle 
Isle service with two busses which cost 
$6000 each, and earned enough from the:-r 
operation to buy two more at the same 
price without extra appropriation.

OPERATES ON 3000 
RUSSIANS IN YEA 


Big Surgeon Works Close to the 
Fighting Line, With Gun Roar 
in His Ears. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PETROGRAD, Jan. 12,—More_ than 
3000 surgical operations, most of them 
close to the fighting line and with the 
roar of artillery in his ears, is the past 
year’s record of Dr. Eugene Hurd, until 


recently the only American surgeon at 
the front with the Russian forces. Dr. 
Hurd is chief surgeon in charge of the 
Twenty-ninth, known as the “Grodno 


Nobility” flying column. He has the | i 


rank of Colonel] in the regular army. 


His physique—he stands 6 feet 3 inches 
and weighs 225 pounds—makes him a 
conspicuous figure, even among the big 
fellows of the Siberian corps, among 
whom he works. He has acquired a 
reputation among some soldiers for do- 
ing the impossible. A soldier returning 


from the hospital told his fellows that] 


the “big American surgeon could take a 
hand that had been shot uff, patch it 
together and put it back on good as 
new.” 


Hurd has been reporied several times 
killed, wounded or missing. He has 
meade a number of hurried get-eways, 
but he has always turned up with his 
outfit when the smoke cleared. Fis col- 
urnon was outfitted by the noble families 
ef Grodno svon after the outbreak of 
the war. Then they looked about for 4 
surgeon to take charges. About that 
time Hurd, who was in Seattle, was of- 
fering his services to Russia. Through 
the Russia: Consul in Seattle his offer 
was accepted and he sailed on Nov. 28 
fo- Viadivostok. He was at once sent 
to Grodno with a contract to serve dur- 
ing the term of the war. He believed ne 
was giving his services gratis, but, sev- 
eral months later, when he had time to 
have his contract translated, he found 
that he was to receive 400 roubles ($200) 
monthly. 


First Taste of Battle. 

His firs taste of battle was on the 
Grodno front. On the retreat of the 
Russian army last summer Hurd nar- 
rowly escaped an involuntary transfer 
of his activities to the German side. 
After a %-hour stretch of hard work he 
was ordered to retire by night to Orani. 
At 3 o’clock in the morning he had 
r-ached an estate six miles from that 
point and there he decided to rest until 
daylight. When preparing to resume 
his journey the following morning he 
found the stable yard full of Russian 
cavalry horses, some of them wounded. 
A Russian soldier informed him that 
Oran! had been captured by the Ger- 
mans e@rily in the morning and that 
they were approaching less than two 
miles away. He made a hurried exit 
southward through sand dunes, where 
Napoleon lost his transports on the re- 
treat from Moscow. Until 4 o’clock in 


the afternoon, when he reached the new. 


Russian position, he was between the 
hostile lines uncertain as to the location 
of either army. 

At another time the German cavalry 
broke through the Russian lines before 
Hurd was aware of the fact and had 
cut his fleld telephone. They passed his 
operating base, evidently believing his 
capture assured on their return. Bu: 
the American doctor harnessed his 
horses and, with his operating force. 
made a break for the retiring Russia. 
army. The Germans turned a battery 
on him and, with shells bursting all 
around him, he galloped his teams over 
the crest of a hill and eventually madc 
his way to safety. 


Russian Soldier Fearless. 

Dr. Hurd works customarily about a 
mile back of the trenches in line witn 
the light artillery and in front of and 
under the heavy batteries. 

“I believe the Russian soldier to be 
the best in the world,” he said on a 
recent visit to Petrograd, his third 
brief absence from the trenches in more 
than a year. “The Russian is a fata)- 
ist; is absolutely fearless, willing ro 
attack under any conditions, and is an 
expert with the bayonet, his favorite 
weapon. I am convinced that the Ger- 
mans lost 2% men to our one in the re- 
treat last summer. 

“A new form of trench bomb, filled 
with an acid that acts like vitriol, is 
the last element we have had to con- 
tend with. The effect is fatal if the 
fumes are inhaled and the least effect 
is to produce total and permanent blind- 
ness. These bombs are fired at close 
range and explode on contact. From 
one to seven men are affected where 
the explosion occurs amoung men un- 
rrotected by respirators. Often the men 
have not time to adjust their respira- 
tors in time to escape. 

Germann’ Feet Freeze. 

“A remarkable thing that I have ob- 
served is the number of cases of frozen 
feet among German prisoners, while I 
have yet to treat the first Russian for 
that trouble. The reason is that the 
Germans wear close-fitting boots, while 
the Russian boot is large and in place 
of socks he winds his feet in yards cf 
woollen cloths. The boots are water- 


tight. One seldom finds a Russian sol- 


dier with wet feet. Another thing: 
The Russian trenches are deep enough 
and wide enough that the men may 
stand and move’ about. ‘“Trench-foot'’ 
due to cramped positions and impaired 
circulation js unknown among our sol- 
diers. 

“I insist pon rigid discipline in my 
corps of ‘assistants and, through a gsys- 
tem of, packing and handling which I 
have devised, I can break camp and da 
on the move within 2% minutes, or 1! 
can unlimber and begin an operation 
within 10 minutes upon arrival.” 

The only other American surgeon at 
the Russian front is Malcom Grow, re- 
cently made surgeon of the Twenty- 
first flying column, with another Si- 
berian corps.

COAL OPERATORS RESISTING 
WAGE DEMANDS OF MINERS 


St. Loulisans Participating in National 
Conference in Mobile—Proposed In- 
creases Range From 10 to 20 Per Cent 


Coal operators are resisting the min- 
ers’ demands at the national conference 
of operators and miners, which began 
yesterday at Mobile, Ala., according to 
a telegram received today by H. B. Wes- 
sel, sales manager of the Kolb Coal Co., 
from P. M. Hucke,. general manager of 
the same company, who, with H. C. 
Perry of the Donk Bros. Coal, Coke and 
Mining Co., represents the operators of 
the Fifth and Ninth Illinois Districts 
on the floor of the conference. 


The demand of the miners is for 10 
per cent increase in mining pay and 20 
per cent increase in wages to men em- 
ployed at the mines who do not dig 
coal. The operators, at their separate 
conference, decided to demand renewai 
of contracts on the present wage basis 
The miners are now receiving 61 cents 
a ton. 

The contention at the conference is 
strong, according to Hucke. It will 
probably be several days before an 
agreement is reached.

STATE SEEKS TO RECOVER 
EXCESS RAILWAY CHARGES 


Attempts to Make Roads Restore to 
Missouri Sums Paid Above Rste 
P Prescribed by Law. 

Attorney-General Barker today filed 
intervening petitions in the United 
States District Court in the receivership 
cases of the Missouri Pacific and the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas railroads, 
seeking to recover excess freight charges 
paid by the State from 196 to 1914, while 
an injunction against the maximum 
freight rate laws, passed in 1906, was in 
effect. He also seeks to recover excess 
passenger fares paid while the maxi- 
mum. passenger rate law was held in 
abeyance. 
The petition estimated the excess 
freight and passenger charges paid to 
the Missouri Pacific at $6209.38. The ex- 
cess passenger fares paid to the M., K. 
& T. are estimated at $8925.64 and the 
excess freight charges at about $10,000. 
This action follows a decision of the 
State Supreme Court denying the peti- 
tion filed by Barker to recover thousands 
of dollars in behalf of individual ship- 
pers and travelers on the ground that 
such suit could be brought only by those 
who paid the charges. 


MOTHER AND 5-WEEKS-OLD 
BABY ILL FROM MORPHINISM 


She Goes to City Hospital With Hus- 
band Who Also Had Been 
Taking Drug. 

A mother, her 5-weeks-old baby ani 
her husband went to the city hospital 
‘ast night, all suffering from morphir- 
Ism. The mother, Mrs. Belle Hudson, 
32 years old, of 906 Hickory street, said 
that for several months she had been 
taking six grains of morphine a day 
hypodermically and that whenever she 
tried to quit the habit both she and her 

nursing baby suffered nervousness. 

The hospita! physicians said that the 
baby’s condition resulted from the mot!:- 
er’s system being saturated with the 
drug. The mother will be treated in 
the usual method by daily reducing the 
amount of morphine. It is expected 
that as the amount of morphine the 
mother takes is reduced, the baby will 
gradually lose the symptoms of mor- 
phinism. 

Mrs. Hudson said she acquired the 
morphine habit when in a hospital at 
Nashville. Her husband, Eugene, a con- 
tractor, began taking it when he stopped 
drinking a few months ago. He was 
not kept at the hospital as a patient. 
The family recently came here from 
Nashville. 


1,200,000 Tons of Matertal Removed. 

A notable piece of grading work has 
just been. completed on the Union Pa- 
cific system just east of Ogden, Utah, in 
which about 600,000 yards of materia: 
weighing more than 1,200,000 tons was 
removed.

SAUNDERS TELLS 
“NEW YORK HOW 
~ WEARE GROWING 


B. M. L. Secretary, in Interview, 
Points to Commercial Ac- 
tivity of St. Louis. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The Evening 


Mail yesterday urinted an interview 
with Yilliam F. Saunders, secretary and 
general manager of the St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men’s League, in which Mr. Saun- 
ders tells of the commercial growth of 
his home city and describes how St. 
Louis is in keen competition with New 
York for the South American trade. 
Saunders says St. Louis has 30 salesmen 
ir. South America and has the advan- 
tage over New York by being two days 
nearer the west coast of that conti- 
nent. The interview in part follows: 

“St. Louis sold $500,000,000 worth of 
goods last year. The city and its sub- 
urbs have a population of $1,200,000 and 
nearly all of these people are busy. 
There is practically no group of unem- 
ployed. 


St. Louis’ Big Export. 
“Last year St. Louis exported about 


$60,000,000 worth of goods to Australia 
and South America. Most of it was on 
Straight sales, ‘but some was in ex- 
change for raw materials. When we 
send machinery to Brazil we get hides 
in part payment. When we send shoes 
to Chile, we receive nitrates. 

“Probably sixty salesmen are putting 
in full time abroad for St. Louis houses, 
at least half that number being in South 
America. New York’s prosperity, which 
seems to be unprecedented, is an indi- 
cation of the conditions in the country. 
All the other Middle Western cities be- 
sides St. Louis are busy. 

“Why should St. Louis be a factor in 
South American trade?’ Saunders was 
asked. 

“Because she is two days nearer the 
west coast of South America than New 
York is,’’ he replied.

Judge Grimm’s Explanation. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 5 

The editorial appearing in yesterday’s issue of 
the Post-Dispatch, under the caption “Football 
Game in Court,” makes interesting reading, put 
gome of thé conclusions you draw and the criti- 
cisms you indulge in are not entirely fair. I un- 
derstand and appreciate your desire to be fair and 
just and, therefore, take the liberty of calling 
your attention to the fact that the record of the 
case as you give it is not complete. 

If, after the paragraph in which, you, state that 
Judge Kimmel requested me, as a matter of cour- 
tesy, to set aside the order transferring the case 
to -him, and the one following it, in which it is 
stated that I had concluded not to comply with, 
his request, the following facts had been inserted, 
the ease would have been fully and more fairly 


stated, namely, that after receiving this request 
from the Judge of Division No. 11, I called in the 
attorneys for the defendant ana the Circuit At- 
torney and requested them to select a Judge - to 
try the case and that the attorney for defendant 
refused pointblank;to do so‘and the Cireuit At- 
torney stated that he could not agree because he 
was firmly of the opinion that I had no authority 
to do so, because in the first place my authority 
over the case had ceased and, in the second place, 
the law did not authorize me to invite another 
Judge to try the case in my division. 

Since the statute distinctly provides that where 
a Judge of the St. Louis Circuit Court is disquali- 
fied from acting he must transfer the case to an- 
other division, I was not willing, over the objec- 
tion of the attorneys for both the State and the 
defendant, to make the order, which I would have 
been willing to make had both agreed and there- 
by waived any objection to the regularity of my 
action in so doing. 

The intimation in your editorial that the Judges 
“show timidity when influential politicians are de- 
fendants” is not justified by any action I have 
taken in this case. As you, very properly, state in 
the editorial, both the State of Missouri and the 
defendant are entitled to a trial by a Judge who 
is in no wise prejudiced in the case, and every 
fair-minded man will agree that if a Judge feels 
that he is prejudiced, whether it be against the 
defendant or against the State, it is his clear 
pi to state that fact on the record of his court 

; to transfer the case to some other court. 
When I learned that the case had been sent to my 
division I disqualified myself upon the record of 
the court and transferred it te another @ivision. 

Fhe assumption that I was biased in favor of 
the @efendant is entirely gratuitous and is not 
warranted by anything ever said or done by me. 

This disagreement which, unfortunately, arose 
between another Judge and myself upon @ matter 
of law, has not resulted in any prejudice either to 
the State or the defendant. Although the first 
order in the case was made less than three weeks 
ago, on Jan. 14, I requested the general term of 
the t Court at ite meeting yesterday, in a 
letter written to it, to determine whether my acts 
im transferring the case to Division No. 11 were 
effectual and whether any act taken by the 
Judge of that division had resulted in the case be- 
ing legally brought back to my division. The 
general term, upon consideration of the matter, 
decided that by virtue of the action taken by me 
the jurisdiction over this case vested ih Division 
No. 11 and that nothing done by the Judge of 
that division had ever divested that court of 
jurisdiction so that the case remains there for de- 
termination. It seems to me that this was the 
proper and the only proper way to have the dis- 
puted question determined. This determination 
by the proper authority was brought about at the 
very first opportunity. -

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AN AMAZING GERMAN OUTBURST. 

A few days before the announcement that the 
President virtually accepts the final German 
note on the Lusitania and that a satisfactory 
settlement of the submarine controversy will be 
reached, Von Wiegand, the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent in Berlin, sends an amazing interview 
with Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg, in which 
he says the United States Government asks of 
Germany “an impossible humiliation” and seeks 
‘tg wrench the submarine weapon from her 
hand.” 

The Chancellor in effect condemns the attitude 
of the United States as being unfriendly to Ger- 
many and as offering little hope of maintaining 
peace without concessions which would humiliate 
and weaken Germany. 

Von Wiegand pictures a condition of the Ger- 
man mind, indicated by official and authorized 
press utterances, which is astonishing to the 
American people who have calmly and hopefully 
awaited the outcome of negotiations. We are 
told that we interpret Germany's concessions as 
“s sign of weakness and fear.” The President 
and Secretary Lansing are charged with seeking 
either to bring about war with Germany or to 
tie the hands of Germany for the benefit of her 
enemies. The Wilson administration and its acts 
are placed in the worst possible light. The Presi- 
dent’s preparedness campaign is taken as direct- 
ed against Germany. 

If either of the nations has suffered humilia- 
tion it is the United States which has been 
grievously injured and which has patiently sought 
for months to obtain redress without resorting 
to hostile action. The charge of weakness and 
fear has been laid at the President’s door be-| 
cause he has not enforced his demands for rep- 
aration by. action. The President repeatedly 
said his warning of danger in his preparedness 
speeches was not directed to any nation or 
specific situation. 

This extraordinary officially directed outburst 
of German indignation against the United States 
may be explained in two ways. The domestic 
political situation in Germany may require an 
anti-American demonstration and a complaint 
that we are leagued against the German Gov- 
ernment. It may be intended to affect our Gov- 
ernment’s decision in the Lusitania case. 

From any standpoint, whatever may be its ef- 
fect on Germany it is woefully inopportune in 
this country. So far from helping to allay un- 
easiness and prédmote good will it has a con- 
trary influence.

From the child’s standpoint the strongest 
argument for the bond issue, which will give the 
county permanent good roads, is, that rural 
schoo] children must walk miles over muddy 
roads to go to sthool and are frequently com- 
pelled to stay at home and miss school.- One 
little girl testifies that she stays at home four 
or five days in two weeks ‘on account of bad 
reads. 

The taxpayers pay for schools, teachers and 
books. Is it not bad business to throw away 
part of this investment, not to speak of the in- 
jury to the children fn loss of educational oppor- 
tunities? The cost of the school equipment on 
the days the schools are unused would pay the 
taxes of the parents. 

One bright boy says that the annual cost of 
shoes worn out by bad roads would pay the tax; 
he didn’t mention the wear and tear on vehicles 
and horseflesh or the loss of favorable markets. 

Others argued that good roads prevent sick- 
ness, shorten the way to market, eliminate acci- 
dents, increase comfort, enhance the value of real 
estate. 

All of these things are true. Shall the grown 
men of St. Louis County prove that they have 
less wisdom than the children on Feb. 15? Will 
they disappoint the children or vote for the wel- 
fare of the men, women and children?

This latter phase of the ques- 
tion, which at once arouses the strongest inter- 
est and sympathy in America, withers away 
when one starts to look further for facts. 
Everyone knows how, at the beginning of the 
war, Germany began to conserve its food sup- 
plies. There is no reason to believe there are 
fewer milch cattle in the Empire than 20 months 
ago. On the contrary, there are most likely 
many thousands more.: In conquered France, 
Belgium, Poland and Servia were large dairy and 
stock-raising areas and that much livestock was 
requisitioned—and paid for with paper money— 
there is ample evidence. The normal milk sup- 
ply of Germany, therefore, must be at least as 
good as it ever was. Furthermore, adjoining 
German boundaries where there is no blockade 
are the greatest dairy countries in the world— 
Holland and Denmark. These markets are as 
open to Germany in war as they are in peace. 
German milk dealers can buy what they want 
in these countries if they choose to pay paper 
money prices. Germany must care for German 
babies—that is the work of her forces on sea 
and land which she is using against the enemies. 
We have as much as we can do caring for Bel- 
gian, Servian and Polish babies, who have no 
armies to fight their battles, but only armies to 
take away their food.

Joseph L. Yeater of Albany De- 
clared by Chemist to Have 
Been Given Arsenic. 


Swe, the Post-Dispatch. 
SAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 9.—Joseph 


L. Yeater, a well-to-do farmer of Al- 


bany, Mo., died Dec. 6, 1915, from the ef- 
fects of arsenic, declared to have been 
administered by anotheg person. The 
time between then and yesterday after- 
noon has been spent by his relatives 
and authorities in gathering evidence 
which they believe will convict the 
person responsible for the death or 
murder. . 

Dr. Walter M. Cross? City Chemist, 
announced yesterday that he had found, 
after more than a mcnth of investiga- 
tion, that arsenic caused the death, and 
that it had been administered several 
days before the end. Its even distribu- 
tion throughout the organs of the body | 
showed, he said, that it had been given 
in such ‘a manner that it is impossible 
Yeater could have taken it himself to 
end his life. 

Yeater’s fortune was aecumilated 
first in the drug business in King 
City, Mo., and later as a farmer on 
the place where he died. He owned 
ifine cattle, blooded horses, a motor 
car and had perhaps $40,000 in ‘bank. 

While Yeater .was running his 
King City drug store he. met Mrs. 
Agnes Brock, who had been married 
twice before, and who had a son 13 
years old. They ma@ried and the fol- 
lowing year the family moved to a 
farm near Albany. Yeater adopted 
the boy. | 

Neighbors learned Yeater was iil 
often. Once a month or oftener the last 
two years of his life he took trips to 
Excelsior Springs. Mrs. C. J. Smar: of 
3124 Chestnut street, this city, a sister, 
said last night that after these trips ne 
would feel well for a time and then 
would have another attack of iliness 
which doctors were unable to diagnose. 
_ The body, Mrs. Smart said, was taken 
to a receiving vault in St. Joseph by 
Mrs, Yeater. There Yeater'’s relatives 
followed and demanded an examinatiecn 
of the body.
